LONDON, Nov. 24, (W.A,P. 
Cable.) —The whole question of the 
present and the future state of the 
military system of the kingdom is 
involved in the result of a large depu- 
tation which will wait upon the 
prime minister, Mr. Asquith, on Wed- 
nesday, and present a report upon the 
present conditions and the prospects 
of the territorial forces and what they 
consider necessary amendments to the 
acheme., 

The deputation which is seeking to 
popularize the force now below its 
establishment, proposes that the gov- 
ernment shall pay officers allowances 
ranging from £75 to £20 a year and 
pay the men bonuses ranging from £2 
to 10 shillings a week with their in- 
surance contributions paid by the 
state, with generous allowances for 
clothing and provisions and with a 
preference for appointment to gov- 
ernment posts for men who serve in 
the territorials, It is also suggested 
that the government shall pay the 
employers a capitation grant of £3 for 
each territorial in their employ. 

The London Daily Mail, taking this 
memorial as its basis, makes a strong 
argument for the abandonment of 
the voluntary system, declaring that 
the terms of the memorial ‘“‘form an 
authoritative confession of the failure 
of vicarious service.” It points out 
that whilst 250,000 territorials cost 
the gountry, £2,780,000 annually, 
267,000 volunteers in the days before 
the territorials, cost only £1,677,000, 
and the additional will mean only an 
additional £1,000,000 a year.

A SURPRISE TO WEST 


Expected That Some Kind of Compromise Would be Reached— 
Prof. Edwards Hopes to Get Small Towns Into Intermed. 
jate League—McGill’s Fa mous Y Formation and 
Offside Interference 


The action of the A, A. U. of C. in refusing even a slight concession to 
the Dominion Football association comes as a surprise to most western 
people. In the west at least and jn some parts of eastern Canada it had 


been anticipated that the union would grant the soccer peopie certain liber- 
ties, and that the D. F. A. would compromise, Such, however, was not the 
cause and the D. F. A. has withdrawn from the amateur body. That does 
hot mean, of course, that the D, F. A. sanctions out and out professional- 
fem, 

The reports of the meeting received by the telegraphic reports last 
night were not complete enough to Show the exact steps leading up to 
the severance of the alliance, It is Probable, however ,that the D, F. A. 
asked that the restraining of amateur playing with or against professionais 
be completely removed which of course Was a little more than the 
amateur union could be* expected to swallow in one lump. Probably the 
football people refused to accept any compromise and if so the A, A. U, 
could do nothing other tham refuse. However, the fact that the M.A.A.A, 
has practicaliy the same privileges that the D. F. A. asked for looks some- 
what bad.

However, the D, F. A. does not include all the foutball leagues in 
Canada. The Western football associations have only a tentative agree- 


ment with the organization that calls itself the Dominion Association and 


it is doubtfull if it will follow the eastern association in its act.on.
